Chicago, April 19.— Charges that 
a “capital com bine,” headed by 12 
New V’ork financial institutions in­ 
augurated a policy of nation wide

..Jefferson City. Mo., April 19.— 
See re ta n Jewell Mayes of the State 
Board of Agriculture says that un­ 
doubtedly the cold snap of last 
Sunday and the heavy frost of that 
night injured what fruit was spared 
from tho Easter storm materially. 
The damage to fruit by the Easter 
freeze and snow and sleet was esti­ 
mated at more than $10,000,000. 
and some fruit growers have since 
increased this enormous amount to 
$14,000,000. 
In the opinion of the 
Secretary, the strawberry crop suf­ 
fered severely by the cold Sunday 
and the heavy frost of that night. 
Much of this crop had evidently es­ 
caped the Easter cold weather.. A 
large per cent of the early fruits 
were killed or greatly damaged by 
the Easter storm, and what was 
left has been very much injured 
by me frost Sunday night. 
The Secretary says that alfalfa 
aud clover have both suffered dam­ 
age from the low temperature last 
night, and he is of the opinion that 
in rn my sections of the state wheat 
wan injured-
